BOLIVIA.
Arvival of an Americenn Ship Loaded
with Armus,

Actording to information recelved here
(Limn, Aug. 14) there was quite an exoltement
created at the port of Coblja by the arrival of o
ship from New York having on board two
thousand stand of rifles, and other munitions
of war.

Mr. BEalmon, the Peravian Consul at that port,
by ncoident geined A knowledge of these arma,
whieh, it 18 sald, were Intended for the poriof
Iqulgue, togive & blow to the present Governs
ment in favor of Prado, In conpectlou with
Arlea and Tacna, The Peravian shilp-ol-war
Awerica, which s slationed at Arlea, was dis-

tehed for the port of Cob'ja to bring away
hese arms. Before she arrived, however, the
Peruvian Cousul had shipped the looks of 850
rifles to the Bolivian Consul at Tacua, and after
repented conferences between the anluorities
and Lhe Capiain of the Amerlea, 1t was deolded
to send the remalnder of the arms to the snme
Consul At Tacun, The goods wers deliveranle
o order; It is therefore Impossible to deteol Lhe
fmporters. Y

THE KIDNAPPING STORY.
—_——

A Little Criminnl Hoaxes the Credalons
Citizens of Chicago.

Some weeks ago the papera of the enuntry
contmined a graphic account of the Chicago
wholesale kidnapping scheme, The Chicaco
Fost, of the bth ivstant, gives the following
sequeli—

Uur readers will, doubtless, remember the im-
mense exclitement that was caused & short time
#go. by the apprarance in the morning pavers,
with flaming heads, of an nccount of the kidoap-
Einx of Henry Harvey, & lad twelve years of age,

18 being carried into the country some miles
and tuere incarcerated with & namber of other
unfortunates 1 a cellar, with their mouths
covered with plasters, and the escape of Henry
and anotbher boy. The police were pat
upon the scent and worked long and
well in endenvoripg to  discover where
this prisou  was, where such finhuman
practices were ¢arried on, and relieve the sutler-
ing children who were confined there. For days
and weeks did they search, with philanthropis
zeal, but to no purpose. The boy was put upon
the staud aud questioned by the hour, acd still
told the same heart-rending tale, never varyine,
or crogsing himsell in any particalar. At leneth
the case was given up. The gipsies, who were
credited for the outrage, were forgiven or for-
gotten, and the affair suvk into oblivion, Toe
boy Harvey turned up this morning in & new
light. At the Police Court his name was
culled, and he was charged with larceny.
Oflicer Hefter had arrested him for stealing a
lot of stove llds Irom some stove store, and
his mother eaid he bad tiken u sum
of money from her: that he was a bad boy, and
she could do nothing with him. He ruu away
from bome, created the story of kidnapping
from his own imagination, and in general trented
her so that sbe would not endure it, Justice
Bturtevunt thought somelhiu{z ghould be done,
and accordingly sent the hitle villatn to the
Reform School.  The boy is au unusually brieht,
shatp-looking liitle fellow, and might have
made & good man, but total depravity is so
developed in him that his case Is dountful. He
ought to be soundly thrashed for his story
which cansed some creduious people a good deal
of anxiety.
